COLD- BLOOD ED ASSASSINATION, 


James Anderson Shot and Killed While 
Plowing in His Field. 

LITTLE Rock, ARK., June 27.—Information 
hus just reached the city of the assassination 
of James Anderson in Clark township, Pike 
county. Anderson was plowing in the field. 
Failing to return tothe house to dinner a seirch 
for him was made. The horrified. relations 
discovered his dead body in the field perfor- 
ated with buck shot. Near by was a blind 
constructed, behind which the assas-in stood 
and fired the fatal shot. Circumstances point 
strongly to Richard Johnson, an unmarried 
man, a neignbor of the victim, as bein the 
principal, and James Johnson, Robert Estirs 
and son as accessories to the killing. All the 
parties are now in custody awaiting examina- 
tion. The motive for the bloody deed is said 
to be to gratify revenge engendered between 
the parties by Anderson homesteading some 
land wanted by the supposed murderers.

ROASTED TO DEATH.

Two Hundred Lives Lost by an 


Accident on a Mexican 
Railroad. 


— 


Unparalleled Scene of Horror—A Holo- 
eaust of Soldiers —Details of 
the Disaster. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

Ciry OF MEXICO, June 27.—Further partic. 
ulars of the horrible acciaent on the 
Morelos Railway has been received. 
Recent heavy rains have caused freshets, 
which undermined the supports to the bridge 
over the San Antonio River near Mailpois; 
that when the train carrying a battalion 
of soldiers attempted to cross. the structure 
gave way, and the entire train was precipita- 
ted down the steep embankment. Part of the 
train consisted of freight cars loaded with 
alcohol. This set fire at once to the entire 
mass of wreckage and every thing was con- 
sumed. One hundred and ninety-two privates 
and thirteen officers are known 
to have been ki led outright or 

SLOWLY ROASTED TO DEATH. 

Kitty other persons were either fatally or 
seriously injured. The bridge was known to 
be unsafe, but was nevertheless continued in 
use. It is feared the occurrence of this terri- 
ble accident will have a bad effect on railway 
enterprises. The Morelos Railway, however, 
is entirely a Mexican institution, having been 
built by a Government subvention and by 
Mexican engineers. It is a narrow gauge 
road and was first opened to the public on the 
Ixth of the present month. 


Another Account. 

CITY OF MEXICO, June 25.—A most horrible 
accident occurred late on Friday night on the 
Morilos Railway, in Mexico, whereby over 200 
people were burned and crushed to death. The 


scene ot the catastrophe was on the river San | 


Antonio, near the village of Mailpois. For 
some time past this section of the country has 
been swept by flerce storms, swelling the 
creeks into torrents and laying waste many 
fertile fields. The bridge spanning the river 
at the point mentioned, although 
KNOWN TO BE UNSAFE, 

was still in use when the fated train bearing a 
battalion of soldiers .attempted its passage. 
The result was a crash, as the undermined 
supports gave way and the engine and cars 


were hurled headlong down the chasm. 
Scarcely badthe magnitude of the tragedy be 
come apparent when a new horror was added. 
In the freight van, comprising a portion of 
the train, was a consignment of alcohol. This 
took fire, anda subsequent explosion contri- 
buted much to the loss of life. Thefew who 
escaped uninjured at once applied thems3elye- 
to rescue their less fortunate comrade3;, but it 
was some hours before the exact 
extent of the tragedy grew apparent. It is 
known, however, that 15 officers and 192 pri- 
vates were either killed outright by tha fall or 
roasted to death, while fiftv others sustained 
hurts of a more or less serious character. The 
train was entirely consumed. When informa- 
tion of the sad event reached this city the ex- 
citement was unbounded and crowds thronged 
all the news centres anxiously awaiting par- 
ticulars. Never in the history of 
the republic has 80 frightful i 
casualty been chronicled, and its 
occurrence it is feared inay still further 
prejudice the popular mind against railway 
enterprises. However ‘‘Los Grengos,’’ as the 
natives term all outside barbarians, can come 
in for no share of blame in this connection. 
The Morilos road is a narrow gauge line built 
by a Government subvention and is entirely 
the work of Mexican engineers. In addition 
to the loss of life already presented it appears 
the engineer and fireman of the ill-omencd 
train were scalded to death.

Summer Tourists Off for Europe—Bro. 
Talmage’s Show. 
Special Correspondence Of the I’ost-Dispateb. 

St. NicnoLias HorzL, New York CITy, 
June 22, 1881.—A week in New York now 
and then is anne qua non of life in Boston. 
Business people come on to the big city frü- 
quently to attend to those mysterious de- 
mands of trade which require one to be al- 
ways quite upto the latest idea and move- 
ment which generally radiate in the first in- 
stance from New York. Society people come 
on to we present at the grand affairs which 
are to be found in their fullest glory on this 
dide of the Atlantic only in this Western 
Yaris. Ladies who are determined to lead 
the fashions at home come here to get them. 
People who have a couple of days’ holiday 
make a fiving trip to New York at which 
to spend it. Others come to visit friends: to 
„go“ the place; to seek their for- 
tunes, or from sheer love of the life 
and atmosphere of the place. I came 
on to “see off?’ the Tourjee party of Satur- 
Hay last, to get the latest hints on fashions 
and to write vou a New York letter. 

But whatever be the causes, certain it is 
that everybody comes hither from the Hub 
and that you cannot make a passage on one 
of the Fall River boats without meeting 
from one to a dozen people Whom you know. 
My list of acquaintances is comparatively 
limited, „et base never failedto verify this 
statement in my own experience, though the 
trip be made in the dead of winter. Doubt- 
less one cause of the continual streams of 
travelers which pass and repass on this line, 
and which crowd the boats to their utmost 
capacity every night, isthe pleasant nature 
ofthe trip itself. To say that the journey 
between the two creat cities, by way of Fall 
River, is one of the most de- 
livhtful, enjovabie experiences which one can 
have, is to say that the two 
hours’ ride in the cars is over a very easy and 
pleasant road, that the boats are really 
the floating palaces that their advertisements 


claim them to be, that the orchestral concert 
every evening is an added pleasure, and that 
if one only takes care to engage his stateroom 
in advance one may makea perfect luxury of 
the whole affair. The uncomfortable part of 
itis the getting into this city in the early 
morning, for of all disagreeable places the 
world over that portionof New York City 
through which one must pass from the piers 
isthe vilest, dirtiest, illest-smelling, most 
crowded with both dumb and speaking 
beasts, most hideous with noises, most reek- 
ing with rank vegetable markets and alto- 
vether the most soul-harrowing, But this 
makes the contrast only the pleasanter waen

The hymn 
was read, the prelucds played and the singing 
began, but in such a Weak, uncertain fashion 
as considerably survrised me, Who was minus 
ahymn-book and couldn't understand what 
ailed the music anyway. One stanza was 
dragged through main strength of the cor- 
net and organ, when Dr. Talmage spoke up, 
and say ing That tune doesn’t fit that metre,” 
gave out another hymsn, read it all through, 
another prelude was played and the music 
of many voices swelled out beautifully 
on the air with no more hesita- 
tion. The sermon was on political 
matters, being specially aimed at the sin of 
bribery; it was a good moral lecture, but there 
was little in it that could be distinctly called 
religion, and it was singuiarly inappropriate 
and uninteresting to probably the great mass 
of the congregation.

Ali! this 
seemed particularly malapropos, following as 
it did the first portion of the day’s service, 
which was the baptism ofa large number of 
little babies. 

I spent a day and evening at Coney Island 
and have so much to write you of it, but 
havn't space or time left, neither to do more 
than mention the pleasant little trip that I 
made to Richfield Springs, the lovely New 
York watering place situated near Utica and 
the Oswego Lake, surrounded by mountains, 
Waterfalls, glens and all natural beauties and 
with all artificial aids in the way of parks, 
etc., While the mineral! springs are of course 
the great attraction toinvalids. It is a charm- 
ing place,and the American Hotel, where I 
stopped, is a model of all that is desirable for 
a suurmecr resting place. I don’t know of a 
single point in the management of the house 
to criticise, and there is much deserving of 
the most enuthustastic praise. Happy will 
be the summer dwellers therein. If I can 
get a chance to run up again for a few days 
I*il write you a letter airectly from Richfield 
Springs. Meanwhile this unconscionably 
long epistle must come to a close.

A Times reporter called on Prof. W. G. 
— the astronomer of the Chicago Uni- 
versity, on last evening, to learn more about 
the bald - headed luminary that now trails his 
tall through the northern skies. The Profes- 
sor was found in the observatory pouring over 
books and masses of ~ ag recorded 
observations of many whose business it has 
been to look through a glass aarkly. With 
his Turkish cap and long beard Prof. Hough 
looks like an ideal student of the stars, al- 
though he talks in a decided nineteenth 
century manner. 

„J have noticed,” said he, laughing, that 
it has not been the astronomers this time to 
discover a comet, as there are large numbers 
of sailors and others who saw it before any of 
the acientific men did. But then it was only 
visible for a brief pertod, and that at a tim 
when sleep is most attractive.” 

When did you first see it, Professor?“ 

»Here is my record in plain English. I 
saw it first June 24, at 3:24 a.m. The right 
ascension was 5 hours and 36 minutes, and 
declination 46 degrees and 48 minutes north. 
The motions or course of travel, as follows: 
The right ascension mereasing 2's m nutes 
daily; declination increasing 5 degrees daily. 
Itis very brilliant; the nucleus or head shines 
to the naked eye as bright as the planet Ve- 
nus. The head is 6“ seconds of arc. The 
head is surrounded first by rays apparently 
emanating from it in curved lines, and fur- 
ther out the rays are bent around the head 
two portions of the tail. Beyond this was a 
smal! secondary envelope separated from the 
first by a considerable interval. e distance 
from the head to the outer boundary of the 
first envelope was 44 seconds of are, and from 
the head tothe boundary of the second en- 
velope or cap was 1 minute and 16 seconds. 
As is usual with comets, the space within the 
axis of the tail was apparently free from lu- 
minous matter. The position of the axis of 
the tail was approximately 150 degrees. This 
comet will resemble in its canstitution Do- 
nat’s, or the comet of 1458, more closely than 
any observed since.” 

‘*‘Tlow large is it?“ 

„Well, itisthe same distance? away as the 
sun, a second represents five hundred miles. 
But untilit can be observed more closely, 
and its speed of travel noted, its distance can- 
not be computed. To-night it will be under 
the north pole, about three degrees above 
the horizon, and will be high enough to be 
visible in the northeast about 2a. m. From 
present indications,as derived from its course 
of travel, it will continue to be visible during 
the entire night within a day or two.“ 

„What is a comet, where does it come from, 
and where does it go to, l’rofessor?’’ was the 
scribe’s inquiry. 

No one Knows. It is supposed to be ne- 
bulous or gaseous. It revolves about the sun 
much the same as the planets. How far it 
travels we cannot tell, and its line of travel 
may be so great that it may be a thousand 
years before it comes to that point in its re- 
volving journey where it is visible to those on 
this earth. What it is, where it comes from 
and goes to, and whether or not it Is the same 
comet as those already observed is all pure 
spreculation.’’ 

„Do you think, Professor, that comets 
have anv effect upon the weather?“ 

„No; Lhuve no faith in such theories. It 
ix cold now because the wind comes from 
the north. Why it comes no one knows. 
How long it will continue to come no one 
knows,” 

**But how about Vennor?“ 

„„O, Vennor and all the rest of weather 
prophets are frauds. There is nothing eith- 
erin nature or science that enables 
foretell the weather anv length of time 
ahead. Why, Iused to make weather al- 
manaes for patent-medicine men myself. 
butit was all guess work. I knew that when 
I was engaged to compile an almanac for a 
St. Louis medicine-man I used to give them 
some very hot weather in St. Louis, because 
I knew it was generally a hot placein sum- 
mer time, aud [took my chances on getting 
the dates aud decrees of heat right. hat's 
the wav all almanacs are made,“ and the 
almanae-maker laid back in his chair and 
laughed heartily over the idea.

Mrs. Hunter went with 
ber husband to St. Petersburg, where she re- 
mained enjoying great social distinction dur- 
ing the six years he filled the office. 
They then returned to the United States, 
taking up their residence in the South on 
their large plantation. By her husband’s 
death she came into possession of this prop- 
city and remained its owner until the break- 
ing out of the rebeilion, when sbe lost it by 
listening to the advice of a swindling neigh- 
bor. This man came to her with the story 
that the rebel government was about to coufi- 
scate ber lands because she had expressed 
Union sentiments, and it was an evil she could 
only avoid by vesting all her right and titlejin 
the property tohim. Atthe right time, and 
when the affair had quieted down, he, by an- 
otherjtransfer, would restore herto her own.

“There is mighty little genuine fruit ex- 
tract in the syrups and flavors of commerce,” 
the chemist ofa manufacturing house said, 
pushing aside glass jars, strainers and retorts, 
so as to makeaclear space for some of his 
books of formulas. ‘‘Natural flavors are 
both weak and costly. For instance, if you 
sugar down pineapples or strawberries you 
geta delightful nat syrup, but your white 
sugar alone will cost you eighty-eight cents a 

allon, and the t is expensive, as you 

now. The flavor is just as its grap? 
strength and will not go a great ways in fla- 
voring additions to the syrup; and so only a 
small portion of the fruit syrups and es- 
sences of commerce nave any fruit about 
them. Smell this.”

Some one of its compounds go into the manu- 
facture of the flavors of pineapple, straw- 
berry, raspberry, apricot, pear, orange and 
apple. Compounds of methyl, an extract of 
coal tar, are also much used. Succinic acid, 
obtained from amber; sebacic acid, extracted 
from fat; and benzoie acid, originally ex- 
tracted from a vegetable resin, but now made 
from a a a coal oil product, are 
also much usedin various shapes. Formic 
acid, another ingredient, was originally ob- 
tained from ants, and hence its name is de- 
rived from the Latin word for ant, forces. 
But it is now manufactured artificially. 
Chloroform goes into some flavors, notably 
grape essence, and oxalic acid goes into the 
bloom of — sf apricot, lemon and ap- 
ple. Tartarie acid is also largely used. Most 
of these substances are used in the form of 
ethers, and their strength of odor is due to 
their exceeding volatility.” 

Are not such eompounds injurious?” 

„Not when used simply for flavoring pur- 
poses,“ was the answer. The reagon why 
they may be used toimitate natural flavors 
with such success is doubtless due to the fact 
that the flavors of the natural fruits are due 
to their presence. Butyric acid is naturally 
present in the pineapple, tartaric acid in 
wine, citric acid in lemons, and oxalic acid in 
gooseberries. While artificial flavors or es- 
sences would be poisonous, takenin large 
quantities, it does not follow that their use 
as flavors is injurious any more than that al- 
monds should not be eaten because their 
concentrated extract is poisonous. As amat- 
ter of fact 

SODA WATER FLAVORS 
and candy flavors are almost invariably arti- 
ficial, and the bouquet and flavor of manya 
bottle of wine is due to the various amylic or 
fusel oil ethers.’’ 

‘*T remember,’’ he continued, seeing some 
time ago an anecdote about a French wine 
seller, who said to his son: Always remem- 
ber, my son, that wine may be made out of 
anything, even grape juice.’ I have thought 
the same thing often when I have drunk the 
sweet cider of commerce. Ofcourse there is 
a sweet cider thatis made from apple juice 
and it may be kept from getting hard by the 
addition of bisulphite of lime. But there are 
immense quantities of sweet cider sold that 
are perfectiy innocent of apple juice, and 
there are plenty of receipts for making it. 
People that know what good apple cider is 
are not likely to drink much ofthe manufac- 
tured cider, and if they did it would not hurt 
them, although I could not like to drink cider 
made fiom this receipt.“ 

The chemist showed the reporter a trade 
receipt for cider, which called for honey, 
catechu (an astringent resin), alum, yeast, 
bitter almonds, cloves, burnt sugar and aleo- 
hol. The receipt adds: If too sweet, add 
sulphuric acid to suit the taste.“ 

**Sulphuric acid,’ he said, “is not a health- 
ful article of diet; but,as I said before, a 
thing mav be perfectly innocent in a diluted 
shape and in a very small quantity that 
would be hurtful in a concentrated form. 
Odd, isn’t it, that delicate flowers and per- 
fumes should come from tbe refuse of the 
abbattoir and the coal oil distillerv? But a

ADULTERATED BEER. 


Unwholesome Ingredients Used by Un- 
scrupulous Brewers. 
From the New York Sun. 

It is emphatically denied by brewers that 
they babitually employ any substitutes for 
hops, but every beer drinker knows of beers 
in common sale which havea great deal of 
some bitter cleinent that is entirely devoid of 
the flavor ofthe hop. And it is also a signifi- 
cant fact that Bolley's Technisch Chemische 
Untersuchungen, a work of the highest au- 
thority, affords a list of tests for the detec- 
tion, by analysis, of the presence in beer of 
picric acid, capsicine, alvetine, daphnine, 
quassia, menyanthine, absynthine, colocynth - 
ine, gentias and picrotoxin. The latter ma- 
terial is the active principle of the poisonous 
„fish berries.’? At the same time it may be 
confidently aftirmed that nota New York 
brewer could he found who would admit 
having heard of those things or who could 
be brought to believe in the possibility of 
such human depravity fs would 
be demonstrated by their use, 

A couple of years ago legal proceedings, 
consequent upon the poisoning of 2 customer 
in England, brought out the fact that a cer- 
tain beer sold there contained pferic acid, but 
the brewer stoutly swore that he did not put 
it in, and if it got there it must bave been put 
in by the wicked retailer. 
discovery in this country would, in like man- 
ner, redound to the discredit of the retailers, 
certainly not to the conscientious and liberal 
brewers. 

The principa] adtlitions to beer to prevent 
its souring,togive strength enough sup— 
posably te check butyric, acetic and lactic 
acid fermentations, and to sweeten it, are bi- 
sulphite of lime, bi-earbonate of soda,sulicylie 
acid, alcohol and glycerine. Generally these 
are employed in such small «quantities as not 
to be particularly dangerous to the con- 
sumer; but there was a case in Germany not 
long ago in which so much bi-carbonate of 
soda. had been used to correct sour beer 
that persons drinking it were at- 
tucked by severe and even dangerous purg— 
ing. The brewer who plaved that trick upon 
his customers was fined heavily. The bi-sul- 
phite of lime absorbs oxvgen and prevents 
the development of acetic acid, for which 
reason itis much used in bottling beer. The 
salicylic acid is a strong disinfectant and a 
powerful anti-ferment, and is lareely em- 
ployed in foreign beers received in this coun- 
try, as also is beer shipped from the United 
States to hot climates. Inthe proportion of 
1 to 2,000, in which it is generally used, it 
cui not be regarded as injurious. ‘The glyeer- 
ine addition is most frequently made to the 
light so-called “Pilsen” and Vienna“ imi- 
tation beers, to swecten them to thre taste ofa 
class of eustomers Who would really like soda 
water better if it were not for the name of 
the thine. |

But there is no dount 
about the beer made from those substitutes 
being inferior to that made from pure barley 
malt. I think the enforcement of the State 
law against adulteration of food, drink and 
drugs, passed May 28, will probably reach 
such subsitutions. It defines adulteration 
punishable by its provisions as if any infe- 
rior or ——— substance or substances have 
been substituted wholly or in part for the 
article. Well, there can be no question 
about glucose being both a cheaper article 
tban bar ey malt and inferior one, at least for 
the brewing of beer, whatever alse it may 
be good for.“ 

An authority upon the manufacture of clu- 
cose says that there is in the West one l- 
tory which converts 5,000,000 bushels of corn 
per annum into glucose, and another which 
uses up 2,000,000 fora like purpose. It seils 
for as low as three cents per pound, and in 
large quantities has been disposed of attwo 
cents. At that price it does not bay to putit 
through the bone-black process, which would 
effeetually remove all trace of the sulphuric 
acid used in its manufacture, so the glucose 
of commerce and the glucose of the labora- 
tory are very different products. Much of it 
is used for the adulteration of sugars «and 
molasses and in the making of confectionery, 
but its principal use is in the manufacture of 
beer. One reason why the brewers like it, in 
addition to its cheapness, is the fact that it 
enables them to producea very light-col- 
ored, brilliant beer, which is now a great de- 
sideratum of the trade. 

Col. Barne, Mr. Hicks and Mr. Storer have 
introduced into the English House of Com- 
mons a bill for the better securing the pur- 
ity of beer.” It provides that “every person 
who sells or exposes for sale by wholesale or 
retail any beer brewed from cr containing any 
ingredients other than hops and malt from 
barley, shall keep conspicuously posted at the 
bar or other place where such beer is sold or 
exposed for sale a legible notice stating what 
other ingredients are contained in such beer. 
Any person who sells or exposes for sale any 
such beer as aforesaid, without complying 
w th the above enactment, shall be liabie toa 
tine not excetding in the case of the first of- 
fence £20, and in the case of the second, or 
any subsequent offer se, 0.“ Fines may lie 
recovered summarily by any informer, and 
one-half the tine will be paid the informer.

AN attempt was made on Saturday night to 
boom through the Council the revised meas- 
ure which Mr. SCUDDER is pleased to term 
his “compromise’’ with the St. Louis Gas 
Company. This ordinance authorizes the 
Mayor and Comptroller to make a contract 
with the company by which the city is to 
pay the company $900,000 in 4 percent bonds, 
payable in one to nine years, in full satisfac- 
tion of the judgment recovered by the com- 
pany against the city and of all pending suits 
between the parties. The bill further pro- 
vides that the company shall pay to the city 
$17 per lamp—the present price received by 
the company being $37 per lamp—a reduction 
of $20 per lamp under the old contract; gas 
to be reduced to $2 25 per 1,000 feet—a saving 
of $60,000 a year to consumers, and the com- 
pany to pay 2 per cent to city on its gross re- 
ceipts—equal to $14,000 a year, or $125,000 in 
nine years—or a total saving of over $800,000 
fortheterm. The company to pay tothe 
city the excess of receipts up to $100,000, after 
deducting certain sums for improvements, 
cost of operating, etc. The city to employ 
the company to light the streets for twenty 
vears from January, 1860, at $20 per lamp; 
and if the city in the meantime shall light the 
streets with electricity, the contracts to ter- 
minate without damage to the city. The city 
not to allow the streets to be used by any 
other gaslight company. The company to 
repair streets broken by laying pipes, and to 
lay two and a half miles of pipe per year dur- 
ing the existence of the contract. The city 
reserves the right to rescind the contractat 
any time, in which case all the money paid by 
the company to the city shall be returned. 
The money received is to be used for the re- 
construction of streets. 

Mr. ROWSE estimates that under this 
scheme the city will secure from the compa- 
ny the grand total of 51,300, 000 in nine years, 
but the pnblic simply sees init a shrewd plan 
on the part of the gas monopolists to twista 
twenty-year contract out of the city. The 
company isnow virtually atthe mercy of the 
city. Its anxiety to rush through a ‘*compro- 
mise“ is well understood. To-night another 
attempt will be made in the Council to secure 
the indorsement of the swindle, but it. may be 
looked upon as dead for this session.

A NOBLE’ CHARITY. 


The Silver Jubilee of the Sisters 


What the Order Has Accomplished in 
St. Louis. 


The Sisters of Mercy, whose convent is on 
Twenty-thied and Morgan streets, is the cen- 
ter of one of the most beautiful and effective 
charities of the Catholic Church, celebrated 
this morning their silver jubilee. Twenty- 
five years ago to-day they first opened their 
convent of mercy on Tenth and Biddle streets, 
where the St. Ann’s Asylum is now in charge 
of the Sisters of Charity, and since that time 
their history in this city has been a long and 
beautiful story of good works and noble sacri- 
fices, meekly and humbly done, where 
fame could never hear of them, 


and where there was no reward to hope for 
but the blessing and the love ofthe poor and 
lowly. Their mission has not been one that 
casts their lines in pleasant places. Their life 
work is to hunt out poverty in its most revolt- 
ing lu: king places and there to care for the 
sick and ministerto the desperate solely for 
God's sake. The order is not an old one; it 
was born out ofthe necessities of the time: 
When, — years ago at Dublin, Catherine Me- 
Auley dedicated her life to the service of the 
sick, the poor and the ignorant, she revived 
and modified the rule of St. Augustus, and 
founded the order of Sisters of Mercy, which 
was confirmed by Pope Gregory XVI in 1840. 
The ladies who enter the convents are all of 
good family and well educated. They must 
have money enough to be self-supporting, as 
the order from the nature of its work can hope 
tor no revenue. They go through a prelimin- 
ary postulancy of six months and a novitiate 
of two years, during which time the shady 
side of their future life is fully exhibited to 
them, and then if they wish it and the Supe- 
rioress deems them fit they may take the 
vows which bind them for life to the ser- 
vice of God. In a short time the order 
spread through all the great cities of Europe, 
and in 1842 the first American house was 
founded at St. Johns: Newfoundland, and 
there is notasingle large city in the Union 
where the convents have not sprung up and 
flourished. In St. Louis, as stated above, the 
first house was opened in 1856, moving to its 
present location in 1868. There are twobranch 
houses of the order, one at Normandy, in st. 
Louis county, and another a few miles from 
Eureka Springs, iu Central Missouri. 

One of the principal features ofthe order is 

the care taken of destitute young women of 
good character, who find in the institution 
uhaven of refuge und for whom employment 
issoon found. In connection with the hos- 
pital a Female Night Retuge is kept open for 
the accommodation, often for the salvation of 
destitute and desperate girls who find shelter- 
ing armsthrown round them here, staying 
them from harm and saving them from de- 
spair. Many and many a romance has been 
worked out atthe convent. Stories which, if 
they could betold, would prove the inesti- 
mable value of the work done by these self- 
forgetting sisters—stories of girls with noth- 
ing but the river or the bagnio before them 
who have been snatched out of 
harm's Way, kept pure and innocent 
and places found for them where they could 
work out their own destiny upwards. Night 
after night the little bell jingles at the door of 
the refuge and a new wait is blown in off the 
street to cry in the arms of the sister and tell 
her little tragedy to the helptul motherlike wo- 
man bent upon caring for her. The Sisters 
have an intelligence office connected with the 
place, at which an average of 1,200 situations 
a month are found for girls with, of course, no 
charge tothem at all. The Sisters also teach 
in the charity schools and visit the sick all over 
the city, but their chief work is with 
poor young women of good character, thou- 
sandsjof whom in this city bless their name. 
The celebration of the silver jubilee was be- 
gun ats o'clock this morning by the celebra- 
tion of high mass by Father Van Krevil, S. J., 
during which a sermon was delivered by 
Father Ifughes, S. J. Bishop Ryan presided 
during the mass and at its conclusion gave the 
benediction of the blessed sacrament. The 
music was entirely given by a choir of nuns 
whose sweet voices added a fresh charm to the 
beautiful and solemn services. Within the 
sanctuary Fathers Burke, Phelan, Butler, 
Brockmeyer, Schaefers and several other 
clergymen were present, while the 
body of the chapel was filled with 
a congregation drawn from the best 
ladies ofthe West End. Atthe conclusion of 
the mass the clergy present, including the 
Right Reverend Bishop, took breaktast at the 
convent. There are, thirty-five sisters in the 
order here, most of them Irish ladies. 
Just before leaving the convent a reporter 
of the PosT-DISPATCH asked one of the nuns 
whatshe would like to have said about the 
order. ‘‘Nothing aboutus, if you please; but 
tell the people of St. Louis that they have our 
heartfelt thanks for the noble manner in which 
they have sustained our work. As you know, 
our work brings us norevenue, but we have 
never wanted udollarto help the deserving 
poor since we have been here.’’

The Strange Career of a St. Laila 
Boy.

Wonderful Ins“ rumental and Vocal Per- 
formance by Jesse Shepard. 


A reporter of the PostT-DISPATCH was intro- 
ducedon Saturday to the world-renowned, 
phenomenal musician, Jesse Shepard. He is 
a young man of about twenty-cight years of 
age, tall, slight and strikingly handsome, 
with an intellectual cast of countenance. Mr. 
Shepard invited the reporter to meet him ata 
reception tendered himin Stoddard addition. 
The guests assembled in Major Mellon's par- 
lors on Saturday night last, atsSo’ctock, to 
partake of a musical feast. A grand 
piano occupied one end of the room, 
and before this Mr. Shepard took 
his seat. He claims to be an inspirational 
pianist and vocalist, that is, he never has 
a definite idea of what he is going to play or 
how he is going to play it. His performance 
opened with an Egyptian march Which 
is a revelation in itself, and, to 
quote from one of his admirers, ‘‘the 
effect is weird, barbaric and magnificent, thre 
distant confused tramp of approaching multi. 
tndes, the strange dissonance of horns and 
brass instruments as they draw nearer, and 
then the clamorous outcries, and rush and 
roar of both. It is a sonorous epic, tull of 
electric life, vivid, impassioned and vehem.- 
ent as Homer. „ Then followed a duet, 
sung, as by Sontag and Lablache, 
with music by Donizetti. Musical critics aver 
thatthe way in which this dilettante dwells 
upon the highest C is worthy ot Jenny Lind 
herself, andthe change to the deep, impas 
sioned basso is a marvel of vocal skill, and it 
requires no stretch of the imagination to be- 
lieve in the presence incarnate 
of those world-renowned artists. 
Other fantasias and arias in the 
same masterly style were received with en- 
thusiasm by those present, and closed the 
evening’s performance with a promise from 
Mr. Shepard thatit should be soon repeated. 

Mr. Shepard, although born in England, 
passed his childhood in this city, 
where he attended Gilfillan’s School 
(Benton) in 12800, and was U 
member of Mr. E. C. Simmons’ bible class at 
Trinity Church in the time of Dr. Hutchinson, 
At the outbreak of the late civil war his par- 
ents wentto Canada, and as the marvelous 
giftof music then began to develop itself he 
made his first appearance before acritical Bos- 
ton audience in 1888, and although his perform— 
ance was pronounced a remarkable success, 
Shepard decided to go abroad to obtain in- 
struction from the European maestros. In 
Paris he was introduced to Werte], the cele- 
brated teacher of Neilson, Jenny Lind and 
Marie Roze, and through his instrumentality 
was invited to sing before an audience com- 
posed of the most famous musiciansin Europe, 
who one and all declared that Shepard's voice 
was beyond the range of practice or culture 
and that he needed neither. 

Auber,the director of the Imperial Conserva- 
torium ot Music, whom he next sought, as 
serted that Mr. Shepard had the requisite 
genius for founding anew school of music. 
Samuel David, the eminent French composi- 
teur, was Mr. Shepard’s intimate triend, as 
was Rossini, Frederick Hiller of Cologne, and 
the greatest of female composers ,the Countess 
Luigi de Sievers. By their special invitation 
Mr. Shepard has played before the Empress 
Eugenie, the Queen of Pruss‘a, the Emperor, 
court and nobility of Russia, the (Queen's 
— 2 in London, and the nobility of Eng- 
lane 

During the brilliant season of 1871 at Baden- 
Baden Mr. Shepard was the regnant sensa- 
tion. His genius as a self-made musician and 
composer is truly remarkable when it is con- 
sidered that he never received a single lesson 
in either vocal or instrumcntal musie. After 
u Short stay in Paris he was engaged by Gas- 
tinelle to lead the grand chorus and sing the 
solos in the new mass in the Cathedral of Notre 
Dame, performed for the first time in 188. 
with a chorus of two hundred voices and an 
orchestra of a hundred musicians. He next 
sang at high mass in the church of 
St. kustache, and appeared at the select 
classical concerts given by the Countess Luigi 
de Sievers. Atthe end of the season he went 
to London, ashe had gone to Paris, with no 
letters of introduction save the wonderful 
success he had achieved as un exceptionally 
silted musician. Ilere he appeared under the 
patronage ofthe Dowager Countess of Com 
bi rmere in zelgrave Square. Hie 
Wiis listened to with enthustasm 
by the members of the royal familie andthe 
leading nobilitvof England.

there. On the following Sunday he took his 
place before the great organ and began to 
sing his own music, his wonderful voice filling 
every corner of the majestic old building, 
while at the same time he performed upon t! 105 
immense organ without a single note 
to guide, singing, coinposing 
and performing, a feat almost 
unknownin musical annals. After these tri- 
wnphs Mr. Shepard made the tour of the econ- 
tinent, his journeys being a triumphal maren 
from city to city, performing in all the creat 
est cathedrals and churches otf Eu 
rope, his powers being peculiariv 
adapted to the solemnity and 
grandeur of church music. In St. Petersburg 
the Emperor, himself, requested his appear 
ance atthe Imperial Theater. He declinedto 
sing in a theater, but consented to play one of 
the grand solos. Besides ranking high as a 
musician he is a poet and artist of great abil- 
ity. After another visit to England 
and Germany Mr. Shepard returned 
to his native country crowned withthe laurels 
of success, and traveled to California and all 
along the Pacificcoast. Mr. Shepard dislikes 
singing before a large audience, save in a 
church. Mis voice is described as a musical 
trinita, ranging from a soprano, extending to 
the highest C, and falling to the deepest basso. 
To quote Don Piatt: ‘‘We have regarded 
Carlotta Patti's throat asthe most wonderful 
ever created to amaze and win 
an audience, but Mr. Shepard givesus a new 
sensation in that line. Prof. Jacob Kkrouse, 
the greatest linguist, literary and musical 
critic in America, says that Mr. Shepard’s mu- 
sical abilities surpass everything. Mr. shep 
nad expects to sailfor Europe early in July. 
The, reception on Saturday evening 
in the Vest End was compose: 
of well-known Spiritualists and others 
of that tendency and belief. Another private 
reception is arranged forthis evening at one 
of the leading hote pels.
